REMARKS BY THE SELECTIMEN. 


The Selectmen in presenting this report expect and desire a 
‘careful examination of the same. It has been our endeavor to 
transact the business of the Town with our best judgment, and 
the following is offered for explanation and information. 


* a * * * 


In the Highway Department many needed repairs have been 
made at South Natick, West Natick, Lake Crossing and Sher- 
born Road, and the Board decided not to run the stone crusher 
as it could not be done to any extent for less than $1,000, and if 
the repairs on the outskirts mentioned above were made, it | 
would cause an overdraw of $1,000 to $1,400. 

In view of the large amount of this appropriation that is paid 
out for the feed and care of the horses, and a regular pay of two 
men as drivers, amounting to fully $3,000, we recommend that 
$1,000 be appropriated for the stone crusher, as the Town has 
a contract with Mrs. May, for the removal of the ledge, but we 
‘believe that crushed stone of a better quality can be landed in 
Natick at less cost than it can be produced at the crusher. 


% * * * a 


There was due Mr. McGillicuddy at the beginning of the 
present fiscal year $44.05 on the West Central Street Contract. 
There has been paid by his order this year $16.00 of this amount, 
leaving a balance still due his estate of $28.05. 
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The Town has been somewhat unfortunate the {past year in 
regard to the horses used by the Fire and Road Departments. 
One of the steamer horses died, and we were obliged to sell the 
horse used on the hose carriage on account of lameness. 

The Board considered it necessary in order to maintain the 
present admirable efficiency of the fire department to purchase a 
pair of horses for the steamer, this we have done at a cost of 
$350.00. We were obliged to put in new Town scales at a 
cost of $180.00. These expenditures, taken with other bills in 
regard to inspection of plumbing and vaccination of school 
children, which were all unlooked for, we have paid from the 
miscellaneous appropriation, making an overdraw in that ac- 
count. 

We have purchased two large safes for which an additional 
appropriation was made for necessary Town uses. 


* * * * * 


The board after a number of complaints in regard to removal 
of flowers from graves and other damage at Dell Park Cemetery, 
placed a man on duty there nights for a number of weeks, and 
have also had special night watchmen on for a considerable 
period on account of incendiary fires. This and other special 
service has caused an overdraw in the Police department. 


* * * % * 


The appropriation for Street Lights was $3,500, and that 
amount we have paid to the Natick Electric Co. for the lights 
furnished, but we think the citizens of the Town would be better 
satisfied if the money was expended for five arc lights and the 
remainder of the appropriation for incandescent lights. 


We think that the appropriation that causes the greatest good 
to the greatest number is the construction of Concrete Walks, 
and we believe they should be continued, and especially the 
finishing of an uncompleted portion that will connect those 
already made. 
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It affords us pleasure to be able to report the good fortune o 
the Town in regard to suits for damage, as we have had but one 
claim made to us the past year, that of H. G. Wood for damage 
to team on West Central streeet, and have defended the Town 
successfully in the suit of Mr. Currier of Newton for $4,000 for 
damage received on East Central street, and we believe that it is 
for the best interest of the taxpayers of the Town that all cases of 
this class should be settled by the officials of the Town, acting 
under advice of competent counsel or in the courts of the Com- 
monwealth. 


* * * * * 


The appropriation for Town Officers according to the Town 
Clerk’s Records was the same as last year 1892, and divided the 
same, makiny the Treasurer’s salary $250.00 The Town also 
passed a vote as follows: ‘‘ That it is the sense of this meeting 
that the Treasurer shall receive $500.00; the last amount we have 
paid causing an overdraw in the appropriation. 


* * eT * e 


The appropriation for Soldiers’ Aid for a number of years has 
been $2,000. The individuals that this appropriation is designed 
to assist are growing older, more feeble and infirm, and while 
the appropriation has remained the same, the demands of distress. 
have become more and more numerous, and it has been impossible 
in order to relieve the numerous calls on this appropriation, not 
to overdraw; and in the Soldiers’ Aid account will be 
found the amount. We have recommended an_ increased 


appropriation for the coming year, and trust that it will be 
granted.

In regard to Town Officers for the ensuing year, it will be 
absolutely necessary that a different office for the Town Clerk be 
furnished by or for him, as the present quarters of the Selectmen, 
now occupied by him, are not commodious enough to accommo- 
date more than the Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor.

To the Board of Selectmen: | 

GENTLEMEN—1 herewith submit my first report as Superin- 
tendent of Streets. 

The whole amount granted by the town, including special 
appropriation of $200 for Forest avenue, and $100 for drain on 
E. Central street, was $9,300. 

Under the direction of the Selectmen, and with my own best 
judgment, I have expended the money in such way that it is be- 
lieved substantial and permanent improvement has been made in 
many of the streets of the town. 

No use of the stone crusher the past year, mainly for the rea- 
son that a large portion of our work was done on the outlying 
streets where stone is not needed and the expense of cartage 
would be great. 

Appended is an itemized statement of expenditures. To avoid 
unnecessary detail of each week’s account, the total sum received 
by every person during the year is placed opposite the name.

The special work on Forest avenue and the drain on E. Cen- 
tral street were completed at an expense in both cases inside the 
the sum appropriated. The items are included in the foregoing. 

An apparent overdraw in this department of $590 is accounted 
for and more than offset by the bill (900.66) paid to my predee- 
cessor for work done and supplies furnished previous to my 
appointment. 

T'wo heavy snow storms in the latter part of winter caused 
considerable extra outlay but, as the money was earned by a 
large number of unemployed and deserving persons, the circum- 
stance is not wholly to be regretted. 

This department is to be credited with outstanding bills against 
M. E. Hall and R. Sproule ($14.37) for manure, George A, 
Lynch ($3.40) for loam and the Natick Electric R. R.-Co., 
($43.16) for use of scraper, the amount of which should be de- 
ducted from the above overdraw of $590. 

In conclusion, it gives me pleasure to state that all bills, ex- 
cept two or three small ones, aggregating not more than pér- 
haps $30, have peen paid up to March 1, 1894.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health have attended to their duties the past 
year as prescribed by the sanitary laws of the state. Inspect- 
ing, regulating, constructing and reconstructing vaults, cess- 
pools and other receptacles of sewage. It is with difficulty that 
this work is well accomplished for the reason that the soil is so 
saturated with natural water and sewage. This season holds 
up the necessity of a system of drainage which shall free the soil 
from its surplus water. The germ origin of disease is now an 
established fact, and it is also an established fact that surface 
water is a medium of propagation of disease germ, hence the 
need of a system of sewerage to drain the soil. | 

The labors of the Board of Health have been much increased 
this year in consequence of the enactment of two new laws which 
went into effect the present snmmer, viz., the plumbing law and 
the law regulating contagious diseases. The first law required 
the appointing of a Board of examiners of Plumbers by the 
Board of Health, consisting of two practical plumbers and the 
the chairman of the Board of Health ex-officio, the duty of the 
said Board of Examiners being to examine, master, employing 
and journeyman plumbers, who when passing a satisfactory ex- 
amination are to be licensed by the Board of Health. The 
Board of Examiners were appointed according to the provisions 
of the law within three months of the approval of the law, and 
after organizing, commenced their duties and have examined 
up to date nine plumbers, all of which have been licensed by the 
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Board of Health. This law also requires an inspector of plumb- 
ing to be appointed by the Board of Health within three months 
of its approval and the inspectors have been on duty to the 
present time. 

The law regulating contagious diseases increased the list of 
diseases from three to fifteen, thus increasing the vigilanace and 
labor of the Board very much in germnating houses. The fact of 
there having been two epidemics in town this year, viz., whoop- 
ing cough and measles, brought the new law into acquistion very 
soon after its approval. The Board believes that this law will 
be productive of great good in this commonwealth provided it is 
thoroughly executed by boards of health, physicians, and the 
people. Inthe absence of complete and thorough systems of 
drainage in our towns and cities at the present time, contagious dis- 
eases are somewhat increasing and liable to increase unless there 
is great care and watchfulness concerning germ diseases. There 
seems to be a popular belief that whooping cough and measles 
are harmless diseases and therefore little care is taken on the part 
of some of our community to prevent its spread. But this belief is 
far from being correct. ‘he mortality tables show a death rate 
for whooping cough of from 2 to 23 per cent, and from measles 
from 2 to 32 per cent, and these diseases too are very liable to 
complications of a serious character. Thus can be seen the 
necessity of qurantining, regulating, and preventing these con- 
tagious diseases. ‘The most commendable piece of work by the 
Board was the reconstructions of the drain for W. Central street 
to the corner of Spring and Summer streets, running across the 
lots of Mr. Mason, Mr. Gleason, and Mr. Knowlton. This 
drain was in a bad condition, but is now in good shape. An- 
other source of sanitary anxiety and vigilance, is the Pegan 
brook filtering basins. The Board inspected that affair many 
times during the summer and fall. We learned in the fall after 
the petition was sent to the Board that the City of Boston had 
planned to wall the brook, and fill in the marshes with gravel, 
this would put the matter in a santitary condition. With their 
new syphonic arrangement for emptying the basin, the Board 
eonsidered the scheme as sanitarily safe.

PLUMBING REGULATIONS. 


Plumbing rules and regulations for the town of Natick, 

adopted by the Board of Health in accordance with the plumb- 

ing law approved June 10, 1893, Chap. 477, sec. 1 and 2, Pub. 

Stat., and to be presented to the town for adoption at the next 
annual meeting. 

SEecTION 1. No person shall carry on the business or do any 
work of plumbing unless he shall have first obtained a license 
and registered his name and place of business with the Board of 
Health and notice of any change in the place of business shall be 
immediately given to said Board. 

Sec. 2. Every plumber before doing any work in a building 
shall, except in the case of repair of leaks, file at the office of 
the Board of Health, upon blanks provided for the purpose a 
notice of the work to be performed and no such work shall be 
done in any building without the approval of the Board or 
agent. 

Src. 3. Every building in the town of Natick shall be pro- 
vided with a suitable cesspool and proper drain, and all privy 
vaults shall be cemented, no cesspool privy or privy vault shall 
be constructed nearer than two feet of the nearest lot, unless the 
owner of said lot shall agree and consent in writing, no cesspool, 
privy or privy vaults shall be placed nearer than 50 feet of any 
well, no cesspool, privy or privy vault shall be placed nearer 
than 25 feet of any water course connecting with Dug pond or 
other place used for such purpose. 
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Sec. 4. Drain and soil pipes through which sewerage is car- 
ried shall be of iron or lead when within a building and for five 
feet outside of cellar wall, there shall be placed just inside or out- 
side of cellar walls a main running iron trap, provided with brass 
clear out and an air inlet opening to outer air and away from 
doors, windows or cold air box of furnace air inlet shall be at 
least two feet above the grade and furnished with suitable 
cap... The’ soil” pipe, shall” be \\\carnied “falling aise aces 
through house and through roof to a point not less 
than two feet above the same and when within 15 _ feet 
of skylight, or window shall be at least 5 feet above same.

SEc. 9. Iron pipes usedin plumbing shall be tarred inside 
and out and shall be free from holes or other defects, all joints of 
cast iron pipes shall be caulked with molten lead thoroughly 
tamped and made tight, connections with lead pipes shall be 
made with brass ferrules properly soldered and caulked to the iron. 


src. 6. No pipes used for sewerage or waste water or vent 
of same shall be made of brick, sheet metal, or earthenware. 
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Sec. 7. Every water closet, sink, bath tub, basin, urinal, 
slop hopper, set-off, wash-tray or other fixture shall be provided 
with a suitable trap, placed as near as practicable to the fixture, 
traps shall be protected from siphon ways or air pressure by 
special cast iron pipes of a size not less than the waste pipes they 
serve, placed outside or below trap. Lead air pipes may be 
used when they are exposed to view. Air pipes for water 
closets shall be of two inch. Two or more air pipes may be 
connected together or with soil pipe, but such connections with 
soil pipe shall be above the highest fixtures. 


Sec. 8. Every water closet or line of water closets on the 
same floor, shall be supplied with water from a tank or cistern,

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used for no other purpose and shall have a flushing pipe of not 
less than one inch in diameter, but this requirement shall not 
apply to water closets substituted for vaults where the same are 
located outside of the building proper, but shall be flushed in a 
manner satisfuctory to the Board of Health. No water closet 
shall be placed in an apartment that has not a window or venti- 
lating flue opening into the outer air. 


Sec. 9. No rain water conductors shall be connected with 
drain unless the same has a suitable trap and then only by per- 
mission of the Board; no steam exhaust or blow-off shall be con- 
nected with drain pipes, overflows from tanks and drip pipes 
from safes shall be carried to some place in sight and open, in no 
case shall they connect with soil or waste pipes. 

Sec. 10. Pipes or other fixtures shall not be covered or 
concealed from view until approved by the inspector and the 
plumber shall notify the Board when the work is sufficiently 
advanced for inspection, no plumbing work shall be used until 
first tested by the plumber in the presence of the inspector, either 
by water test, pepperment or as the Board may direct. No paint 
or putty shall be applied until after inspection. 


Sec. 11. Whena deep drum trap is used on a kitchen sink 
and no other fixtures are placed in the house, the air pipe shall 
not be enforced or the main tap and air inlet as per section 4 
and 7, when permitted by the Board. 

Local vents may be used and are recommended by the Board 
and shall connect with heated flue above all openings. 

Wooden wasih-trays or sinks or pan closets shall not be 
allowed inside of a dwelling, rain water cistern or well shall not 
be allowed in a cellar. 


Sec. 12. These regulations apply to all plumbing work 
hereafter constructed in the town. All alterations must be in 
accord with the regulations and such alterations will be ordered 
by the Board whenever they judge it necessary for the public 
health. 


Sec: 13. Any person violating any provision of these regula- 
tions shall be deemed guilty of a misdeamnor and subject to a 
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fine not excéeding fifty dollars for each and every violation 
thereof, and his license may be revoked by the examining board 
provided for in section 3, of Chap 477 of the Acts of 1893.

This is a decrease 
in valuation of $424.45. This is due to the loss of one horse and

The farm did not yield as much last year as in former years, 
and this occasioned another loss. 

Mr. Ivory Hayes, after seven years faithful services as warden, 
voluntarily tendered his resignation. We engaged as his succes- 
sor. Mr. John W. Hutchinson of Milton, who came well recom- 
mended. He has given good satisfaction to, the board, thus , 
far. 

The present number of inmates of the almshouse is 21, a 
larger number than has ever been there before at one time.

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Town Physician’s Report. 


To the Overseers of the Poor. 


My report for the year ending March 6th, I have the honor to 


submit: 
Number of house-calls, 261; patients treated at my office, 169 ; 


number of calls at the poor farm, 69; number of births, 6; 
number of deaths at the farm, 2; one died of septicemia and one 
from old age. 

The amount of sickness at the farm has been greater than in 
preceeding years and yet considering the class and condition of 
the inmates usually tound there ; that age, with its natural infirm- 
ities is constantly and silently doing its work, little else could be 
expected. 

That the time is coming when an apartment somewhat de- 
tached from the main building should be provided for certain 
classes of inmates, seems to me almost imperative. The experi- 
ence of the past year has impressed upon my mind that some 
change of this kind is becoming an absolute necessity. With an 
overflowing house, and a reasonable prospect of greater acces- 
sions, it would seem that inmates suffering from any loathsome 
disease should be somewhat isolated from the rest. 


A no time since | have been honored with your appointment, 
have I had so many calls to treat those receiving aid outside of 


the alms-house as during the year justclosed. It would appear 
that sickness had conspired with the misfortune of the times to 


i additional burdens upon the unfortunate. The mortality 
rever has been comparatively light ; while the duties develop-

Report of the Trustees of the Leonard Morse 
Hospital. 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital, elected by the 
town at the last annual election, under and pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the will of the late Mary Ann Morse, having ac- 
cepted the trust and entered upon the discharge of their duties, 
have the honor to submit this, the first annual report of their 
doings :— 

The funds bequeathed by Mrs. Morse to establish and main- 
tain the hospital, which amount to about one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, have not yet reached the hands of the 
trustees, being still held as the law requires by the executors of 
Mrs. Morse’s will. At the expiration of two years from the time 
the executors were appointed, which will be about the first of 
July next, it is expected that the funds will be turned over and 
the hospital may be expected to be built during the coming sum- 
mer, and probably be in operation by or before another spring. 

During the past year, however, the trustees have secured a site 
upon which it isto be erected. At the outset, being desirous of 
securing the best possible location for the hospital, they inserted 
in each ofthe local papers an advertisement soliciting’ proposals 
for the sale of lots for the hospital site, and to this many replies 
were received. 

After a full and careful examination of all the lots offered, and 
such others as were found to be for sale, the trustees were unani- 
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mously of the opinion that the Sanford lot, so-called, on the 
South Natick road, was, all things considered, the best available 
lot and place for the establishment of the hospital. The lot con- 
tains about twenty-seven acres, much of it covered with desirable 
trees and shrubs, and the price paid for it was twenty-eight hun- 
dred dollars—a price thought by the trustees to be reasonably low 
in view of the prices asked for other lots offered for sale. 

The lot is high and dry, commanding a fine view; with an 
abundance of airand sunshine, amply shaded; easily accessible 
yet sufficiently secluded; on the line of the electric cars and 
nearly midway between the villages of Natick and South Natick— 
a fact not overlooked in making the selection. 

In addition to securing the site for the hospital, the trustees 
have also devoted much time and attention to the consideration 
of the construction of the hospital itself. For this purpose they 
have visited the hospital at Waltham, recently erected, the Cam- 
bridge Hospital, the Quincy Hospital, the Malden Hospital, the 
Washburn Memorial and City Hospital at Worcester, the addi- 
tion tothe City Hospital and the new Hospital at Austin 
Farm in Boston; and individual members of the Board 
have also, during the year, whenever an _ opportunity 
was offered, visited other hospitals, both 
within and without the state, and on all of these visits the 
trustees take pleasure in stating that they were received with 
consideration and treated with great courtesy by the officials in 
charge, and valuable information was freely given them on hos- 
pital construction, particularly by Dr. Worcester of Waltham, 
Dr. Wolcott of Cambridge and Dr. Thos. H. Gage of Worcester, 
all gentlemen of high standing in their profession, of wide experi- 
ence in, and sincere devotion to hospital work. Mayor Matthews, 
also, did the trustees the honor of personally accompanying them 
on the occasion of their visit to the different hospitals in Boston. | 

The trustees are at present engaged in securing plans for the 
hospital, and Messrs. Shaw and Hunnewell, the architects, have 
been engaged to prepare sketch plans, and two of such plans have 
already been received and are now under consideration by the 
trustees. 

As hospital building seems to be in this country at least, in its 
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infancy, the trustees have proceeded thus far in the discharge of 
the duties of their trust slowly and cautiously ;—they desire to 
avail themselves ofthe best methods known, so far as they may 
feel justified, with the amount of funds at their command, in so 
doing; andthey desire also, most ofall, that the wish of the 
town’s generous benefactress, as expressed in her will, ‘‘that a 
good and substatnial hospital be built and established” be fully 
realized and faithfully carried out, so far at least, as they are 
charged and entrusted with the duty of seeing that it is done.

ENGINEERS’ REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The annual report of the Fire Department for the year ending 
Feb. 1, 1894, we respectfully submit. 

The apparatus consists of three steamers, two hook and ladder 
trucks (one two horse and one hand), three hose wagons, two: 
hose reels (both fitted for hand or horse), and one two wheel 
hose jumper. 

The three steamers are: One jacket called the Eagle (which 
is not in a condition fit for use and should either be repaired or 
sold). The Cole Bros. steamer at South Natick is 
in good condition, and the new Clapp & Jones at the Central 
Station is also in good running order. 

There are four pony chemicals which are carried with the ap- 
paratus. 

The hose of the department consists of 1,350 feet of new hose, 
purchased in 1893, and 7,200 feet from three to fifteen years old. 
When the appropriation is made, it should be understood that 
500 feet should be purchased every year, which would only make 
two hundred and fifty dollars difference, and would keep the de- 
partment well supplied: There should be one more hose kept in 
the centre house for general use, and a supply wagon added to- 
carry coal and hose in case of emergency for the ensuing year. 

The amount required for running the department will be the 
same as last year, $4,500. 
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Following is a list of the fires for 1893, with amount of insur- 
ance and losses; also the orders drawn for the department dur- 
ing the year.

FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH REPORT. 


Board of Engineers, Natick Fire Department :— 


Sirs: This important branch of the service has work ed splen- 
didly during the past year, every alarm sent in having struck cor- 
rectly. There has been no extension of the system, consequently 
nothing has been done on the lines beyond the annual tree-trim- 
ming and painting of boxes. But something will have to be done 
this year for poles and wires do wear out. The section in rear 


142 


of the electric car barn is part of the original line erected in 1887. 
The poles when new were very slim affairs, and are now ina very 
unsafe condition. Thus far they have miraculously withstood 
the winter storms, but a rebuilding will be necessary during the 
coming vear. In connection with this rebuilding would say that the 
line which at present crosses the B. & A. R. R. at Hanchett avenue 
will have to be moved soon so as to cross. the tracks where there 
is a public crossing. We have secured a location on the Western 
Union poles from Hanchett avenue to Marion street, thence, 
would suggest a direct southerly course across the meadow to 
where the present line crosses Union street. This would result 
in the discontinuance of the line at the corner of Hanchett avenue 
and East Central street, now sandwiched in among light and 
power wires, which, to say the least is dangerous. The more 
isolated the fire-alarm wires are, the less trouble and danger 
there will be. Would also reiterate the recommendation of 1892, 
that the line instead of returning on Union street be run by way 
of Eliot, Everett, Rockland and South Main streets. Poles and 
cross-arms have been up for two years on Eliot street, like- 
wise South Main street so the cost of construction will not be 
very large. A new loop from Plain street will also have to be 
built by way of East and Sherman ‘streets, on which should be 
placed a much needed box at the corner of Morse and East 
streets. This was voted down last year and since then six fires 
within a stone’s throw of that vicinity, demonstrates the need of 
better protection. Improved facilities for receiving alarms at 
South Natick is a necessity, the gong on Bartlett’s store often- 
times cannot be heard in the engine house. Theever increasing 
number of wires of all kinds also calls for serious consideration. 
Some one person should be appointed to superintend the location 
of all poles and wires, top space on said poles to be reserved for 
municipal wires, the next lower cross-arm or bracket to be not 
less than two feet distant. That isa town right which is sadly 
in need of enforcement. Street railway companies should be re- 
quired to erect and maimtain guard wires at all points where 
municipal lines cross the trolley line, while en the other hand 
municipal lines be constructed to avoid crossing over the trolleys. 
as much as possible. AIl buildings where the fire-alarm wires.

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enter should be provided on the exterior with a fusible cut-out, 
then in case of contact with a powerful current, the cut-out would 
short-circuit the instrument, thereby saving the magnets, keep 
the other instruments intact, and perhaps prevent a fire. It may 
be well to state at this point that everything is on one continuous 
loop, there are no circuits, no repeater, anda burn out at any 
point disables the entire system. We were very fortunate last 
ye ar there being only one break. Since the introduetion of the 
system, great progress has been made in the manufacture of fire- 
alarm mechanism, and with improvements have come lower 
prices due largely tocompetition. Boxes can be purchased to- 
day for less than two-thirds of their former cost, and many towns 
smaller than Natick are better protected, while quite a number 
will inaugurate systems this year. Would recommend the 
location of new boxes at or near the following points: 

West Central street and Washington avenue. 

Morse and East streets. 

Union and Woodland streets. 

Cottage and Everett streets. 

South Main and Rockland streets.

GENTLEMEN,—I herewith present the twentieth annual report 
of the water department for the year ending Feb. 28th, 1894. 

The engineer, Mr. H. F. Gibbs, reports all pumps, boilers 
and buildings in first-class condition, although one boiler has 
been in use for nineteen yeais, and during that time it has not 
cost fifty dollars to keep it in repair. The Boiler Insurance Co. 
continues to give us our requisite pressure of steam, and as long 
as they do so, it may be considered safe. 

There has not been any extra outlay this last year, either at 
the pumping station house, or reservoir. 

In cases of a breaks, twelve new gates have been putinto main 
pipe, at the ends of streets, which separate others. Some dead 
ends of pipe have been extended and connected, to make it more 
convenient in shutting off, and more of them should be thus con- 
nected in order not to be obliged to cut off so many in case of 
breaks in the system.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF MORSE INSTITUTE. 


To THE CiTIzENS oF Natick—The Board of Trustees of 
the Morse Institute beg leave to offer its twenty-first annual re- 
port. We take pleasure in referring to the constantly increasing 
interest which the reading public take in our library, as is 
evidenced in the enlarged circulation over preceding years. It 
is gratifying to note this appreciation of the advantages of the 
Institute by those for whose benefit it is established and main- 
tained. A public library is a most important institution in any 
municipality and has become an indispensable adjunct to our 
educational system. Its functions are co-ordinate with those of 
the church and school. The demand for more space for the 
general library necessitated the taking of the Reference Library 
room and the use of the south end of the upper reading room for 
that purpose. Other important changes leading to increased 
facilities and patronage are under consideration by the Trustees. 
The establishment of delivery branches at South Natick and 
Felchville, at the Bacon Free Library and the residence of Mrs. 
Daniel Hunting, respectively, has proved a success, and the 
privileges of the library, thus made now ascessible, have been 
duly appreciated by the citizens of those particular sections of 
the town. 

For our financial statement and more detailed information re- 
lative to circulation, new catalogues, etc., we refer to the reports. 
of the treasurer and librarian hereto appended.

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Librarian’s Report. 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


GENTLEMEN—I have, the honor to present to you my fifth 
annual report as Librarian of the Morse Institute for the year 
ending January 31, 1894. 

The total number of volumes in the Library at the close of the 
year was as follows: 


Circulating and reference library, 13,736. 
Public documents, 2,946. 
Total 16,682. 


The number of volumes added during the year has been 381 
as follows:

Public documents, b4,

In the year 75 volumes have been worn out and been re- 
placed. 


Of the volumes added during the year 307 have been acquired 
by purchase, 41 by gift, and 33 by binding. 

There have been 179 volumes bound, including magazines 
from the reading room. In addition to this there have been 
_ 2,723 volumes repaired at the library. 
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The total use of the Library during the year has been 80,787 
volumes, an increase of 2,453 over the preceding year. This in- 
cludes 928 volumes taken out for use in the Library, and 29,859 
for home use. No attempt is made to ascertain the number of 
books consulted in the reference library, or the number of per- 
sons visiting that room. One fact is apparent, that since the: 
change last August of having the reference and reading room in 
one apartment the adult patrons of both have fallen off to a 
noticable degree. More children frequent the room than ever 
before, many for study. Complaints, by the adult readers, that 
the present arrangement of this room causes constant confusion 
and that study is quite impossible, have been made. While the 
children are orderly, the continual coming and going in the de- 
livery room, together with so many children around the tables, 
makes it impossible to have a quiet uninterrupted place for those 
who wish to study in the reference library. Every chair is 
often occupied by children too young to read or understand the 
magazine at which they are looking, only for the illustations. 
When the imperative change is made, and the reading rooms, 
especially the children’s room is on the first floor, the present 
annoyance will be remedied. 

It was decided to send books to South Natick twice a week 
commencing Nov. 1, 1893. During the three month’s trial 304 
volumes were sent there, and 65 cards issued. The Trustees of 
the Bacon Free Library kindly offered to distribute and re- 
ceive the books atthat library. Catalogues of the Morse In- 
stitute have been placed in South Natick Library convenient to 
all. ‘*Sargent’s Reading for the Young” will be numbered 
and sent there to supply the children with the best catalogue of 
juvenile books. 

In December a request came from people of Felchville asking 
that books might be delivered once a week in that part of the 
town. Mrs. Hunting kindly offered to receive the books. 

Work on the supplement was taken up the first of November 
1893, and has progressed rapidly considering it was an incon- 
venient time in the year to commence the task, owing to the 
large circulation of books, consequently increased work in all 
departments. The proficient services of Miss Wight were se- 
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cured, and the work will be ready for the printer early in March. 
The suupplement will contain 4,450 volumes and will be about 
one-half the size of the catalogue otf 1882. 

A list of persons and institutions to whom the library are 
indebted for gifts is appended to this report. The three local 
editors generously published all lists of new books sent to them 
without charge.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOQL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee present the following report for the 
year ending March Ist, 1894. 

At the close of the spring term Mr. Charles Hussey, much to the 
regret of the committee, presented his resignation as Superinten- 
dent. We elected Mr. Frank E. Parlin to fill the vacancy, under 
an arrangement with the town of Needham, whereby three-fifths of 
his time is given to our schools, the town of Needham employing 
him for the balance of his time. This arrangement has proved 
satisfactory to both towns and willwe believe, enable us to re- 
tain his services. 

The choice of Mr. Parlin was a fortunate one. His thorough 
equipment and long experience as an educator, united with a 
sincere and unswerving devotion to the highest welfare of the 
pupils under his charge, render him a most valuable factor in the 
management of our schools. The schools of Natick are already 
feeling the beneficial effects of his supervision. We would in- 
vite attention to his report submitted herewith. The recommen- 
dations therein contained receive the hearty approval of the com- 
mittee. 


For the first time in several years the committee have to report 
the death ofa teacher while in service, Mrs. Fannie H. Perkins, an 
earnest, intelligent and devoted instructor in the Centre building, 
most conscientious and faithful in the discharge of all her duties, 
died on the 28th day of November last after nearly twenty years 
of continous service. She had the faculty of arousing the inter- 
est and winning the affection of her pupils by whom her memory 
will long be cherished. 

At a meeting of the Board on the 18th of April last, Mrs. Hen- 
rietta M. Chase communicated her resignation asa member On 
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the Ist of May following, the School Committee and Selectmen 
in joint convention, chose Mr. Cornelius E. Buckley to fill the 
vacancy. On Feb. 10th, William A. Knwolton, Esq. having 
ceased to be a resident of the town tendered his resignation as a 
member of the Board.

The Wilson prize competition took place in Concert Hall, 
Friday evening, March 31, 1893. There were eleven contest- 
ants. The judges were Messrs. Sawyer, Dill and Frye of Bos- 
ton.

During the summer vacation the principal, Mr. Owen, whose 
year of service had been a successful one, resigned to accept a 
position at Woburn, Mass. Two assistants, Misses Hutchinson 
and Wellington, also resigned. These vacancies were filled by 
the election of Mr. Emory L. Mead, as principal, and Miss 
Florence N. Sampson and Miss Mabel Cummings. 


Mr. Mead is a graduate of Wesleyan University and came to 
us with a record of successful experience as a teacher. Notwith- 
standing the disadvantages arising from the crowded condition 
of the school, excellent progress has been made the past year, 
and we feel assured that the school is in competent hands. 


Owing tothe unusually large entering class it became neces- 
sary to employ an extra assistant, and Miss Olive M. Lowe was 
engaged for the Fall term. The present indications are, that the 
coming year it will be necessary to increase permanently the 
corps of teachers. 


Some alterations in the interior of the building must be made 
to relieve the already crowded condition of the school. Atten- 
tion is called to the accompanying report of the High School 
Principal. 

The closing exercises of the Centre Grammar School, June 
23, and of the South Natick Grammar School, June 22, were of 
the usual high order. 


From the former, a class of ninety-one, and from the latter, a 
class of twenty-four pupils graduated. 


REPAIRS. 


In the Centre Building there was a general improvement in 
the condition of the interior such as painting, varnishing, and 
tinting of walls. The third story received particular attention. 
New windows were substituted in almost the entire building. 
Porticos were constructed over the four separate entrances to 
protect the pupils from injury from snow and ice and to prevent 
their falling on the slippery steps. The building also received a 
coat of paint. It is intended that eaoh building shall be painted 
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one coat every third year, thus keeping the buildings in an attrac- 
tive and well preserved condition at all times. 


The new addition to the South Natick Grammar School ne- 
cessitated extra repairs in the older portion ofthe building. In 
the High School, owing to the increase in the number of pupils, 
a considerable expense was incurred in removing the Chemical 
Laboratory from the first to the third floor and fitting itup anew, 
such as plumbing, new seats, cabinets, etc. The large hall in 
the third story was partitioned off in separate rooms intended re. 
spectively for a chemical and physical Laboratory. 


The Walnut Hill School received quite a thorough overhaul- 
ing. It was painted and varnished within, its walls white- 
washed and tinted, and the building well painted outside. 


The Harvard School cellar was cemented and the walls 
pointed. It also received a generous coat of paint and general 
repairs were made on the building. 

The Felchville School was painted outside and the interior 
was considerably improved. 


In fact all the school buildings were carefully inspected and 
repaired as urgency required. 

For a detailed statement of the expenditure of the appropria- 
tion for enlarging the South Natick School House, attention is 
called to the Superintendent’s report.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


The following report, which is the third of the series of annual 
reports of the superintendent of the public schools of Natick, is 
respectfully submitted to you. 

At the outset, allow me to state a few general but vital princi- 
ples on which the right management of the public schools is based. 

Natick has many institutions worthy of the hearty and constant 
support of its people, but none more worthy than its public 
schools, for they touch every home and involve the welfare of all 
the people. Interests of such magnitude, of such far-reaching 
consequences and so dependent upon the character of their man- 
agement for the attainment of their ends, demand the service of 
some of the best qualities of the human mind. The right edu- 
cation of hundreds of children is not an insignificant matter and 
should never be intrusted to selfish and incompetent hands. The 
public schools exist for the children, and all who are chosen to 
administer in any way the affairs of the schools should be chosen 
because of their fitness and willingness to promote the highest 
educational interests ofthe children. Whoever is not qualified to 
understand those interests, or is willing to compromise them in 
the least to personal, political or sectarian ends, should be speed- 
ily and permanently rejected. 

If there is a place in town where intelligence, integrity, decis- 
ion, good sense and business ability, where bread and progressive 
thought, high and unselfish motives, are needed, it is in the man- 
agement of the public schools. 

Appointment of teachers.—tin the teacher lies the hope of the 
school. The school will never rise above its teacher. His abil- 
ity is the measure of its highest attainment, therefore, whoever 


would improve the schools must begin with the teachers. The 
selection and appointment of teachers is one of the most impor- 
tant functions of the School Board, in the proper exercise of 
which the eye must be kept upon the schools, the ear closed to 
the demands of faction and the vote free to select the best avail- 
able talent. 

The appointment of teachers is not a question of residence, 
friendship, consanguinity or charity, but of fitness and business. 
The superintendent or committee-man who knowingly seeks the 
appointment of anything less than the best available candidate or 
on any other ground than fitness, betrays the children, disap- 
points the people and is false to the best interests of thetown. It 
is not right to select with less care an instructor for the children 
of other people than for one’s own, or to depart farther from 
business principles in the choice of teachers than in the selection 
of private help. 

It is impossible for any candidate to acquire a validclaim to an 
appointment, or for any one to make a valid promise of such ap- 
pointment. If the candidate possesses the requisite qualifications, 
all will be anxious and most happy to secure his services, but 
the school funds must not be used to pension favorites. 

It is the function of the Board, not of the candidate, to deter- 
mine what qualifications are necessary to render one eligible to 
election. The applicants own estimate of his fitness cannot 
reasonably be accepted, although honestly made, for all ap- 
plicants claim to have the requisite qualifications. 

The people desire and rightfully expect a firm, rational, honor- 
able and impartial administration of the public schools and this 
Board desires it. Under such a policy the schools may be rapid- 
ly improved. Under any other, I frankly acknowledge my inabil- 
ity to manage your schools successfully for disaster is inevitable.

Teacher of the Third Grade in the Centra! school. 

Born in Randolph, Mass , August 15, 1857. Died in Natick, Mass., Nov- 
ember 28, 1893. 

She came to Natick at the age of seven years, acquired her education in the 
public schools of the town and began to teach at the age Oi seventeen, 


For nineteen years she was justly ranked among Natick’s most successful 
and most popular teachers. 
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TEACHERS. 


The teachers have heartily co-operated with me, have been 
ready to receive suggestions and have generally manifested a de- 
sire for professional improvement. There are some excellent 
teachers, intelligent, skillful and earnest, who are rendering most 
valuable service to the town. Both nature and training have aid- 
ed in preparing them for their important work and fortunate are 
the children who come under their influence and instruction. 
There are others who are doing good but not excellent work. 
They are just as faithful as the former class but not as well quali- 
fied. There are a few who are doing decidedly poor work. 
Some of these are weak in scholarship; others lack energy or 
professional training or disciplinary power ; still others are unsuc- 
cessful on account of a temperament and dispositon poorly adapt- 
ed to the school-room. 

There are two things Natick cannot afford to do, one is to suffer 
her best teachers to be taken away from her schools, and the 
other is to employ incompetent persons as teachers. Skimming 
and watering are alike to be avoided. 

Qualifications of a teacher.—The first requisite of a good 
teacher is a kind, firm, refined, energetic character. Such a 
charactei wins confidence and commands respect. It stimulates 
the growth of the child’s noblest qualities and gives him a life- 
long inspiration. The importance of having a strong noble char- 
acter to preside over the school is not appreciated, It is a silent 
but potent moulding force and what the child unconsciously im- 
bibes from such a teacher is worth more than all the facts he learns. 
With whom a child learns is quite as importantas what he learns. 
Such a teacher controls the children by the forces within them- 
selves, prepares them to become self-respecting, self-supporting, 
self-governing men and women, The government of a school 
is no less important than its instruction for manners, morals and 
good citizenship are all involved. Weak, coarse or vicious 
characters have no place in the teaching profession. 

The second requisite of a good teacher is natural adaptation 
to the profession. Without this all other qualifications are inade- 
quate and real success impossible. Nature’s veto stands. Daily 
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observation furnishes ample proof of the folly of attempting to 
practice a profession for which one has no natural fitness. | Edu- 
cational qualifications are very important but natural qualifica- 
tions are absolutely indispensable. Often the whole distance be- 
tween failure and success is bridged by tact alone. 

The whole difference between a natural and mechanical 
teacher, between a good school and a poor one, often consists of 
a thousand little things which would seem to an inexperienced 
observer too trivial and insignificant to be noticed. Not infre- 
quently the way a thing is done is of more importance than the 
thing itself. 

The third requisite of a good teacher is a good, broad, general 
education. ‘The opinion that one can properly teach all he 
knows and that almost anyone can teach small children, is a 
thing of the past among thoughtful people. Oneneeds to know 
many subjects in order to teach one, and much of one in order to 
teach a little of it well. It is neither pleasant nor wise to drink 
from a pool containing barely enough water to satisfy one’s thirst, 
for itis shallow, stagnant, insipid and full of foreign matter— 
characteristics of the instruction of those who attempt to teach all 
they know. Every teacher should have an intelligent view of the 
whole course of study, should be able to discriminate between 
the essential and nonessential parts of his own work, and be able 
to so teach as to render school attractive and inspire his pupils 
with a deep and lasting love of knowledge. 

The fourth requisite of a good teacher is professtonal training. 
A good general education is not enough. Teaching is a_profes- 
sion and demands special training. At atime when we demand 
special skill in the trainers of our dogs and horses, when years 
are required to fit one to care for the child’s teeth, it seems 
strange that one without professional preparation should be iu- 
trusted with the training of the child’s mind. Are teeth more 
important than mind and character? Are well educated colts 
and puppies really more valuable than well educated children? 
Who would employ a carpenter having as little knowledge of the 
material he would work upon as some teachers have of the 
man mind? 

The primary teacher.—The day when anyone can teach suc- 
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cessfully a primary school is past. It requiresa rare combina- 
tion of qualifications. It is important that she possess strong 
motherly instincts, that she love children and understand how to 
minister to their constantly recurring wants. But this does not 
constitute her a teacher for the child’s school needs are not all physi- 
cal. His teacher must understand his mental needs as well, and be 
able to minister to them as intelligently and as skillfully. Parents 
often mistake nursing for teaching and are deceived in regard to 
the real attainments of their children, Their knowledge of the 
work gone over is meager and confused—nothing certain and 
systematic,—vicious mental habits are formed which hinder them 
in all their subsequent work, and later teachers are blamed for the 
weakness of the first. Let the child have his best teacher first. 
A right beginning is a long step toward a right education. Not 
less kindness and care for the little ones, not less interest and 
pleasure in school, but more real, sound, scientific teaching and 
less mere entertainment, is the need. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


The instruction in these subjects must conform to fundamental 
educational principles in order to meet the ends for which they 
were introduced into the schools. In teaching singing the pri- 
mary object is not to produce vocalists nor to learn the language of 
music, but to develop the mind of the child through his musical 
faculties—to open his soulto a new kind of activity and some- 
what to the appreciz.tion and refining influence of the world of 
toneand harmony. Singing, then, is taught not alone for those 
who are musical but for all. There is no better reason for ex- 
cusing the unmusical from the singing exercises than for excus- 
jng the unmathematical from the arithmetic exercises. During the 
child’s general education, special attention should be given to his 
weak sides—to his wz/ss¢ng faculties—in order that his mind may 
be as symmetrical and as well rounded out as possible. 

The music seems to be in competent hands and good work is 
being done. The supervisor has right aims, right methods and 
good ability as a teacher. 

Many of the regular teachers conduct the exercises admirably 
and may justly be proud of the results secured. 
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The special teicher must know her subject, must know how 
to teach it, must clearly understand the ends to be reached and 
must be able to hold the attention and control of her classes. 

There has been no lack of interest or effort on the part of the 
supervisor of drawing. She has labored faithfully to make this 
subject a profitable part of our school work, but for various rea- 
sons, the results have been disappointing. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


Although a new course of study is very much needed, it does 
not seem best to put into the hands of the teachers at once a new 
course in all subjects. It is better to develop a course by con- 
centrating our thought upon one or two subjects until the teachers 
are familiar with the plan and method of teaching those, giving 


such occasional attention to the other subjects as may be_ neces- 
sary. 

A course in language, for all grades below the high school, 
has been prepared and placed in the hands of the teachers. It 
has been explained and discussed in teachers’ meetings and ex- 
cellent work is being done in most of,the rooms. 

A course in arithmetic for the first three grades has also been 
prepared. The work for the other erades will soon be ready. 


FLAG DAYS: 


Nothing can be more appropriate than that the national flag 


should wave over the public school, but, like everything else con- 
nected with the schools, it should be made as potent an educa- 
tional factor as possible. 

The flag may be made not only a means of teaching patriot- 
ism but a very suggestive teacher of biography and history. <A 
list of about sixty anniversaries of events of local, state or national 
importance has been arranged, printed and posted in each school- 
room. On these anniversaries the flag is displayed and every 
child according to his age, is expected to learn something about 
the person or event commemorated. 

Dates, although of great historical importance, which always 
come during the school vacations, have not been included. 
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ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance, except absences due to sickness, in most of 
the schools has been good, in a few, very unsatisfactory. There 
are a few habitual truants who need the discipline and special 
training of a well-managed truant school. The home govern- 
ment being weak and the home influence bad, these children are 
forming habits of indolence, disobedience and vice, and are pre- 
paring themselves for a miserable life of ignorance, poverty end 
crime. To put these children where they would be compelled 
to study and to form regular and industrious habits, where all in 
fluences would be helpful and where they would be properly 
nourished and clothed, would be the greatest kindness to them, 
to their friends and to the community. 

It is not right for parents to keep their children out of school 
and thus rob them of their richest birthright—an elementary edu- 
cation,—much less, for others to harbor or employ them during 
school hours. Such employment is a direct violation of the laws 
of the Commonwealth and some action should be taken to pro- 
tect the children’s interests even if they do not appreciate them 
themselves. 

The attendance has been much broken on account of sickness. 
During the fall whooping-cough was very prevalent, and during 
this term measles. Some schools have had over fifty per cent. 
of the pupils absent several days in succession. 


MONTHLY RECORDS AND REPORTS. 


Except in the high school, I found no record of the pupils’ 
school work was being kept and no report of that work was sent 
to the parents. The following plan was adopted at the opening 
of the fall term.—In all grades above the third the teachers are 
required each month to record, after careful consideration, their 
estimate of the character of each pupil’s work in each study, also 
his attendance and deportment. These estimates are transferred 
to cards prepared for the purpose and sent to the parents with a 
request that they inspect, sign and returnthem. These estimates 
are, daily work, not of tests of, or examinations. A record of all 
tests is kept but not sent to the parents because a pupil’s standing 
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depends chiefly upon his daily work, that being a better measure 
of his ability and attainments than any examination. 

No attempt is made to keep the record in percentages, but so 
as to indicate the character of the work. H is an honor mark 
rarely attained, and signifies that the pupil’s work has been con- 
tinuously of the highest order; E signifies excellent; G, good; 
F, fair; P, poor; and V very, poor. No pupil whose average 
in scholarship is below F, or in attendance below G, is entitled 
to promotion. There may be other reasons which would war- 
rant his promotion but not his scholarship. 


HIGH SCHOOL, 


The attendance at the high school being so much larger this 
year than ever before, teachers and students have worked under 
great disadvantages. Many who entered last fall were very poor- 
ly prepared for the high school course. A higher standard of 
scholarship should certainly be required hereafter. 

At present there are 143 members of the ninth grade in the 
grammar schools. Of this number it is not unreasonable to ex- 
pect 120 to be fitted for the high school and at least 100 to enter. 
If so, the high school will probably have a membership of over 
200 next fall. To accommodate and properly instruct this num- 
ber some changes in the building will be necessary and the sery- 
ices of another teacher imperative. 

The affairs of this school are administered in a scholarly, sensi- 
ble and most satisfactory manner. It 1s well instructed and well 
managed. In the government of the school, appeal is always 
made to the highest motives; misdemeanors are treated with de- 
liberation and without prejudice; no one can justly claim that 
decisions are made with undue haste or severity. 

Your attention is respectfully called to the principal’s report 
herewith submitted. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


The school opened November 13 and closed March 2, having 
been in session 40 evenings. 
Although the number registered was 5 less than last year the

average membership was 9 greater, thus showing a more satis- 
factory attendance. 

At first, a few entered the school witha stronger desire for en- 
tertainment than for study and improvement, but most of the 
members came to do good honest work and to make the most of 
their opportunities. There is no doubt about the advisability of 
continuing the school so long as it is as profitable as it was this 
season. ‘To open the school curlier, teach fewer subjects, give 
more time to those few and, perhaps, have more sessions each 


week, are among the advantageous changes that could be made 


another season. I should be glad if a series of brief, earnest, 
practical talks by prominent persons of the town could be given 
each year before this school. 

The school was in charge of Principal, H. E. Loring, assisted 
by Mr. John F. McGrath and Miss Emma F. Chater. 

In conclusion I wish to say that I have no ambition to see every 
new thing under the sun introduced into our schools but to see 
the work so planned and so performed as to give the boys’ and 
girls of Natick the best preparation possible for practical life, for 
enjoyable and honorable living and for loyal and intelligent citi- 


zenship. 
I also wish to thank this Board for its confidence ard constant 
co-operation.

Natick High School. 


Natick, Mass., March Ist., 1894. 
To Mr. F. EF. Parlin, Supt. of Public Schools: 


Herewith the annual report for the Natick High School is sub- 
mitted. The school opened on Sept. 5, 1893, with 165 pupils. 
Since that time five have left and two have been admitted thus 
causing a net loss ofthree. Of these 165 pupils 7 were in the 
senior class, 9 in the special class, 14 in the second class, 43 in 
the third class, and 92 inthe junior class. There were in the 
junior class 19 more than inall the other classes combined. At 
present there are about 40 more pupils than at the corresponding 
time last year. Forty pupils have no permanent seats, but are 
obliged to occupy the seats of others whenever vacant. It is no 
infrequent thing for a pupil to occupy 4 different seats during a 
single session. The sense of ownership and responsibility in 
any one seat is thus lost, and the confusion of the frequent changes 
leads to many annoyances. 

Owing to the increase in the number of necessary recitations 
without any increase in the number of teachers, it has been neces- 
sary to divide the session into seven periods. ‘This is unfortunate 
for the reason that first class work in a High School requires that 
recitation periods be at least 45 or 50 minutes long. Some of the 
classes are very large and justice cannot be done them in the 
shortened time. With larger classes and shorter periods the 
quality of the work cannot be maintained. The situation can be 
stated briefly as follows; the course of study has been extended, 
the number of pupils has been largely increased, the teaching 
force remains the same. Relief can be obtained either by con- 
traction in the course of study and number of pupils or by expan- 
sion in the teaching force. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE. 
At present there is no system of physical exercise in the school. 
The boys have no play-ground, the girls no place for exercise. It 
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is really sad to see so many of our pupils with round shoulders 
and contracted chests. Itis a serious mistake to insist on high 
mental standing and to ignore physical standing. The nervous 
strain of a five hour session cannot be easily overstated. The 
future well-being of our pupils largely depends on the founda- 
tion of health and correct physical habits that is laid during the 
first 15 or 20 years of life. Health of mind demands health of 
body. A part of every session ought to be devoted to practice, 
in some systematic, physical exercise. 


HEATING. 
The rooms of the High School building are never warm on cold 
days. Frequently heavy wraps are necessary. The boiler is 
well tended, but does not seem to answer the demands upon it. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The question of discipline is a most important one. There are 
two kinds of discipline, that of mere suppression and that of de- 
velopment. Those who do not look beyond ‘the present are 
ready to applaud any method of discipline that produces in the 
school-room temporary stillness and order. Good order almost 
always passes for good discipline, whereas, as a matter of fact, 
order may exist under a most pernicious system of discipline. 
Good order is a means to an end and not the end itself. 

Any school that is governed through force and fear alone can 
never become a strictly first class school. The world is fighting 
against despotism and pupils in our High Schools ought never 
witness any display of it. There must, however, be some sys- 
tem of discipline by which the work of the school can be carried 
along with advantage to all concerned, but the system must be 
such that under it the pupils have the chance to develop a sense 
of personal responsibility and self-government. There must be 
penalties, but they should be just, dignified and never degrading 
We insist that pupils treat others with respect and consideration ; 
they should therefore, receive thesame treatment they are ex- 
pected to give. 

It is not unreasonable to insist that pupils, after entering the 
High School, should conduct themselves with due respect to order 
courtesy, diligence and obedience to common sense rules of con- 
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duct. Part of the training in the High School ought to be in re- 
quiring that pupils have a reasonable amount of liberty without 
abusing it, for there can be no true development without some 
liberty, and if pupils leave our school without having 
learned, in some degree at least, the lesson of personal responsibil- 
ity, the lesson of obedience to reasonable requirements, the ° les- 
son of self-government, they are sadly deficient in the most es- 
sential qualities of good citizenship. 

The boys and girls of today are the men and women and citi- 
zens and neighbors of tomorrrow, therefore any system of discip- 
line that aims to produce merely temporary results without re- 
gard to the future, isto be deplored. The system of discipline 
we are are trying to establish in the High School is the system of 
liberity without license, of development without suppression, of 
obedjence without servile fear. The only way to maintain such 
a system is to have it plainly understood that persistent neglect 
of duty, continued disregard for common-sense requirements, and 
habitual abuse of reasonable liberty, after appeals and warnings, 
must finally result in removal from the privileges of the school. 

This report should not be closed without paying a merited trib- 
ute to the intelligent and faithful work of the teachers in the High 
School, especially of those who have labored under the disadvan- 
tage of having had large classes and short recitation periods. 
Five boys are preparing {for the Institute of Technology and sev- 
eral ofthe senior class for Wellesley, and the teachers have en- 
deavored to make this preparation equal to that of any other 
school. 

A word of praise cannot justly be withheld from the pupils, 
almost all of whom are willing workers and welldisposed. With 
such pupils it is a pleasure to labor. 

We all join in the hope that some changes which the Committee 
and Superintendent have in mind, may be made and that the 
character, general tone and efficiency of the school may thus be 
improved.
